Medal  was  given  an  unusual  definition 
that  may  someday  require  additional  cov- 
erage . 

Medal  - Usually  a piece  of  metal, 
marked  with  a design  or  inscription,  made 
to  honor  a person,  place  or  event;  not 
intended  to  pass  as  money,  (Hyphenated, 
as  coin-medal,  art-medal,  etc,  without 
significant  change  in  the  basic  defini-

AN  ADVERTISING  PROJECT 

Arnold  Margolis,  publisher  of  the  Er- 
ror Trend  Coin  Magazine,  submitted  a let- 
ter (see  March  Newsletter)  and  indicated 
puzzlement  as  to  the  fluctuations  and 
problems  inherent  to  advertising.  Per- 
haps some  of  the  following  comments  may 
be  of  some  interest  to  him  and  dealer 
members  who  also  advertise. 

There  is  no  ironclad  guarantee  that 
any  ad  in  any  publication  will  "pull". 

There  are  many  things  an  advertiser  can 
do  to  place  the  odds  on  his  side. 

Proper  use  of  white  space,  photos  and 
perhaps  line  art  to  attract  attention. 
Proper  use  of  space  to  cover  copy  but 
not  to  overwhelm  any  profit  potential  of 
the  it*em  occupying  a set  space. 

First  step  of  any  ad  is  to  attract  at- 
tention. If  they  do  not  read  it,  it  can't 
possibly  sell  the  greatest  bargain.  Use 
reverses,  tantalizing  captions  and  car- 
toons for  quick  appeal. 

Check  with  ad  director  to  see  if  an 
article  is  to  appear  that  may  correspond 
with  an  advertised  item.  Editorial  sup- 
port is  a great  help. 

Gaar  the  ad  to  the  readership.  This 
paramount  principle  is  often  overlooked. 
Each  coin  publication  may  have  similar 
readers  but  the  average  reader  may  be  a 
specialist.  The  type  of  articles  in  the 
publication  usually  indicates  the  kind 
of  hobbyist  in  the  majority  of  subscribers. 

Top  of  page,  right  hand  page  and  up 
front  is  usually  preferred  placement  un- 
less covers  are  available. 

There  are  too  many  generalities  to  cov- 
er all  the  problems  inevitable  in  ad  in- 
volvement. Common  sense,  an  adequate  bud- 
get and  continuous  exposure  are  the  keys 
to  advertising  returns.

CHECKING  THE  ARTICLE 


After  an  article  is  written,  the  housekeeping  begins.  From  "The  Art 
of  Writing  Made  Simple"  the  following  is  reprinted: 


CHECKING  THE  ARTICLE 

While  magazine  writers,  like  other  writers, 
show  infinite  variety  in  their  working  habits, 
most  of  them  seem  to  begin  with  a rough  draft, 
then  improve  it  by  painstaking  revision.  Few 
magazine  articles  are  ever  rushed  through  the 
typewriter  into  print,  as  often  happens  in  a 
newspaper  shop.  The  polishing  and  refining  are 
an  important  part  of  the  magazine  writer’s  task. 

Here  is  a list  of  some  points  on  which  you 
may  want  to  check  your  article: 

1.  Does  the  article  fit  in  with  the  general 
purpose  of  the  magazine,  as  you  had  determined 
previously? 

2.  Have  you  accomplished,  in  your  article, 
the  purpose  you  set  yourself?  Have  you  given 
the  reader  the  information  he  had  a right  to 
expect  from  seeing  the  title  and  reading  the 
opening  lines  of  introduction?  Would  you,  as  a 
reader,  be  satisfied?  Will  the  editor  feel  that  his 
confidence  in  you  has  been  justified? 

3.  Has  unity  been  achieved?  That  is,  do  the 
various  parts  fit  together,  logically,  from  begin- 
ning to  end,  so  that  the  reader  is  able  to  follow 
the  structure  of  the  article?  Or  are  there  loose 
ends  that  contribute  nothing  and  don’t  belong, 
and  merely  confuse  the  reader?  Are  any  parts 
missing,  any  questions  unanswered?  Is  every- 
thing in  balance,  according  to  its  importance  to 
the  theme  of  the  article? 

4.  Is  the  piece  honest?  Do  you  believe  in 
what  you  have  written  (remember,  it’s  going  to 
appear  under  your  name)?  Has  anything  been 
left  out  because  it  might  tend  to  weaken  your 
thesis? 

5.  Is  the  article  coherent?  Is  the  reader  car- 
ried along,  easily  and  smoothly? 

6.  Is  each  paragraph,  like  the  article  as  a 
whole,  so  constructed  that  it  has  a statement 
of  purpose,  development,  and  a conclusion, 
along  with  connectives  and  transitions  that  re- 
late it  to  the  paragraph  before  and  the  one  that 
follows? 

7.  Is  the  reader’s  interest  sustained  through- 
out, or  are  there  dull  spots  that  could  be  im- 
proved with  one  or  another  device? 

8.  Is  the  style  of  the  article  suited  to  the 
material?  For  example,  is  adventure  in  narra- 
tive form,  how-to-material  in  direct,  easy-to- 
follow  language?  If  the  mood  is  light,  is  the 


style  breezy;  if  it’s  serious,  is  it  more  restrained? 

9.  Have  you  avoided  monotony  by  using  va- 
riety in  the  length  ‘and  structure  of  the  para- 
graphs and  sentences,  by  spotting  anecdotes, 
statistics,  and  other  devices  throughout  the 
article,  etc.? 

10.  Is  your  writing— the  choice  of  words— in- 
teresting? Have  all  cliches  been  avoided? 

11.  Have  you  removed  all  excess  words? 

12.  Where  there  is  a choice,  have  you  used 
short  words  rather  than  long  ones?  Have  you 
resisted  the  temptation  to  display  your  erudi- 
tion by  using  long  words,  remembering  that 
your  aim  of  reaching  the  reader  is  furthered  by 
selecting  familiar— but  skillfully  chosen— words? 

13.  Are  you  sure  of  the  meaning  of  all  the 
words  you  use?  Have  you  looked  in  the  diction- 
ary where  you  weren’t  positive?  If  you  had  to 
use  a technical  word,  do  you  make  its  meaning 
clear  to  the  reader  either  through  an  explana- 
tion or  by  its  place  in  the  sentence?  Are  your 
examples  clear  and  illuminating?  Are  ambigui- 
ties lurking  in  any  of  your  words?  Is  your  vo- 
cabulary ample  enough  to  provide  the  proper 
shade  of  meaning? 

14.  Have  you  got  rid  of  imperfections  in 
writing,  such  as  bothersome  alliteration,  repeti- 
tion of  words  and  phrases,  awkwardness,  any 
sentences  that  are  not  perfectly  clear?  Occa- 
sionally such  imperfections  elude  the  eye,  and 
become  known  only  when  you  read  the  article 
aloud.  That’s  a good  final  check  for  any  writing. 

Once  you  have  satisfied  yourself  on  all  these 
points,  together  with  the  accuracy  of  all  the 
statements  you  make,  you  are  ready  to  subuu«. 
the  article.
